This lip concerns an easy method of 
retrieving parts lost inside a hollow 
metal door. 

Recently I was called out to repair a 
Von Nuprin model #99 emergency exit 
device, in a hollow metal door. When 1 
got there. I discovered that the mount- 
ing screws had worked loose and fallen 
down inside the door. The upper latch 
case was free in the door, pie venting it 
from latching properly. As J removed 
the latch case mounting bracket to 
replace the lost screws (see illustration 
2), the bracket decided to join its 
friends (the lost screws) at the bottom 
of the door.

The following is a tip that will make 
servicing lockouts on light and heavy- 
duty dead bolts thai are equipped with 
high security cylinders much easier. II" 
the actuator has become disconnected 
or broken, or the key lost to a dead- 
bolt using a high security lock cylinder, 
and access is required to a space served 



by only one entrance, the only option is 
to defeat the lock by drilling. This 
method allows the locksmith to open 
the lock without destroying the lock 
cylinder usually the most expensive 
part ol' the lock.

This tip deals with a little shop prac- 
tice and a nifLy method of making a 
piloting pin punch in your drill press. 

Tn order to remove the retainer from 
the rear of the plug on the American 
2000 series Kuperlock, it is necessary to 
remove the roll pin that secures the two 
together. A special piloting pin punch 
or roll pin removal tool will greatly 
simplify this procedure. 

To make the punch shown in illus- 
tration four which was designed specif- 
ically for the American padlock, first 
chuck up a piece of 5/32" steel in the 
drill press. Turn on the drill press and,

The pilot prevents the punch from 
slipping off the pin while driving k out 
and will also hold the pin on the tip of 
the punch for easy installation.

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The following arc a couple of tips 
that I have used with good results 

The firs I deals with the ^4'^ and up 
Ford 10 wafer door locks.. I had occa- 
sion to repair an 1 8S Mercury door lock 
that someone had tried to open using a 
screwdriver. The shutter assembly 
(spring door) and lock cap had been 
damaged beyond repair, and needed [0 
he replaced. The shutter assembly was 
salvaged from a used Lock, but finding 
a new cap to lit the Ford door lock was 
a problem. 1 found that an AMCcap or 
a Toyota tap were approximately the 
correct size and depth Lo replace the 
Ford cap almost exactly. The caps are a 
tiny bit large, but work fine.

Lock may soon be producing a F&rdlQ 
wafer door toch keying kit. It will con- 
tain caps for these' locks, 

My second tip is the solution to a 
problem J encountered some lime ago. 
A commercial customer called to say 
the thai lock on her store front had 
come apart in her hand as she tried to 
open it. When I arrived. she banded me 
the lock plug and asked if there was any 
way to open the door without destroy- 
ing the rest of the lock. 

Surveying the situation, I went to my 
truck and found an old small screw- 
driver and bent the tip as shown in 
illustration sis. With the tip bent as 
shown, it was an easy matter Lo reach 
through the lock and manipulate the 
deadlocking pin to release and retract

Holding it firmly, rap the top 
of the padlock against the bench ton, 
applying a sliding pressure on the dove- 
tail p talc with your index finger. fti ngof 
The spring-loaded plate retainer pin 
will release the doveiail plate and it will 
slide away to reveal the lock cylinder, 
and allow it to be removed for service. 
Slide the plate only far enough to 
remove the cylinder. This cip greatly 
reduces the time required lo reeombi- 
nace i hit lock.

Probes are in. When Jay Skclton, one 

of my main collaborators on all my car 
articles, learned that we had not yet 
seen the new Ford Probe, be set up an 
appointment for us at Senator Ford in 
Sacramento so thai we could write an 
article. (See photograph I.) 

When we got there we naturally

walked around the car and evaluated it, 
T remember thinking this is going to be 
a snap to open, but I hope I don't have 
to work on the trunk lock. The trunk 
lock is probably not very riir'ficult but 
the fact that it*s mounted directly in the 



center of the tail Limbic had an intimidat- 
ing effect on me. 1 figured Lhe be^t way 
to approach this would be as if we were 
called out to make keys for (his uar and 
on arrival found the car locked. 

Opening, as \ suspected, was a snap! 
The window could be wedged out eas- 
ily, because it did not close into a chan- 
nel. It was merely laying, against th-e 
protective rubber molding with only a 
small clip mounted on the top to keep it 
from being spread. The clip obviously 
was ti \ goi n g to d o i ts j o b because if yo u 
wedge the window outward it was 
going to clear che bottom of the clip. 
Even if it had not totally cleared it, 
I'm sure with minimum downward 
pressure on the upper edge of the glass 
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we would have cleared it with ease. 

Another approach could be using a 
Super "J" (a Super Jim with a 3"" bend 
in the end arid notched to catch a verti- 
cal rod from either side of the tool, an 
HPC product). This was determined 
because the inside locking button was 
mounted on the window ledge which 
tells you it's vertical. If il had been 
mo tin led on either the are rest or the 
door pane] it would have been hori- 
zontal. 

Lxplanalion of Methods

Now that we're in the car we have to 
determine how we are £oio£ lo make 
the key. We should first determine 
which blank is going to he used- Since 
there is nothing in the books vet on the 
Probe, and assuming the auto is iso- 
lated from other Probes tat a residence 
as opposed to a car lot), we would 
probably be stuck into going through 
the foreign blanks. The rule tu use in 
this case is: The key must til] the key- 
way both in width and in depth and 
insert easily.

Jf the 
key is not wide enough, you might have 
passed a #1 depth before you even 
begin. 

That was not the situation though. 
We were sitting in the back lot of a 
dealership wish lots of other Probes so 
we had the actual key. The perfect 
match (blade match) was a Taylor 
X LI 1 Mazda key; the original key had 
eight positions (8 cuts). We never did 
determine if the number eight position 
was a ward cut or why it was there, but 
if became evident later 
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I took the existing, key and decided 
to check it against the Mazda micro 
cards to see if I could utilize them while 
manufacturing a key from a lock. The 
only two Mazda cards that might help 
some were XF64 or Xl'G5, which could 
be used to obtain the approximate 
spacing. I feci though, that the depths 
arc not close enough to trust and until 
a card comes out you would be better 
off to File in the depths, using the cards 
for spacing only, The cards only showed 
seven positions, again leaving the eighth 
position uncxplained- 

The thought occurred to us that 
maybe the ignition would rake out like 
Toyotas and motorcycles, which would 
be the simplest approach lo making an 
original key. No such luck! We noticed 
while checking (he ignition, that to pull 
the ignition^ the steering wheel would 
either have to be pulled, or at least in 
the unlocked poskion and l 4 m not sure 
that just being in the unlocked position 
would be enough. When the wheel is in 
a Locked position, the boks holding the 
shroud arc covered by the wheel 
assembly {see photograph 4)< but if the 
wheel is in an unlocked position you 
can rotate the wheel exposing the 
screws. We never bothered trying, so 
we don't know if removing the screws 
would be enough.

Still being a little gun shy of the 
trunk, we had the door and the glove 
box to choose from. We naturally 
chose the glove box; it seemed to be the 
easiest approach. It is held in place by 
onlv two screws. {Sec photograph ,? .)

With the cylinder out of the housing 
we used the factory key to determine 
which positions the four were. They 
were numbers 4, 5, 6, and V. This Lel'L 
positions 1 .

Pm figur- 
ing by this point that 8 is probably one 
of ihose situations where the ignition 
has that one wafer which is not found 
in the Other locks.

Now we were laced with a choice of

The first thing we did was utilize the 
four cuts that we knew by placing them 
on our blank, figuring that at most we 
would only have to impression the 
other four positions. Then we bladcd 
the edge of the blank in hopes of 
obtaining a better mark (see photo- 
graph 8.) The only thing to remember 
when irilpressioumg a double-sided 
foreign key is to locate which side the 
wafers come in from (look into the 
lock), and make sure that you insert

your blank the same each time. Only be 
concerned with one side of tbe key aL a 
time; you can always transfer the cuts 
to the other side later. 

The Probe doesn't use a true double- 
sided key; IE uses a eonvenience key. 
That is a key that is cut the same on 
both sides only for the ease of insertion. 
The lock itself only has wafers coming 
in from one side and in the Ernest sense 
is a single-sided lock and should be 
approached that way. 

Now comes the almost un belie veable 
part of this key making procedure. We 
put a pair of vise grips on the blank, 
went to the driver's door, inserted the 
blank, and began to pul a little turning 
pressure on the key. Lt Lurncd both

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Generating Chicago Double-Sided Keys

1 h m sure thai there are other ways to 
make a key for the Chicago double- 
aided lock, but the method described 
here is the hest one IVe found. The 
beauty of this method is thai \i doc* noi 
require that a key be wasted in order to 
determine the pattern of the key. I have 
had very good ]uck with key profiles 
obtained from codes, but the codes are 
net always on the lock. I'm sure that 
having a set of pattern keys is the ulti- 
mate luxury when it comes to making 
double-sided keys, but I do nl get 
enough calls for this type of key to 
make a set of ihcm cost effective. HI 
have to remember to put them on my 
Christmas list for next year. Enough 
wishful thinking, how are we going to 
make a key for this look without a 
code? 

The first step will be to remove the 
lock from the cabinet. This lock is one 
of a set of locks, used to secure the 
s Liding do ors n n some je we I ry cases i 1 1 a 
small shop. All the Locks in one section 
of the shop were keyed alike. If a key is 
made for one, it should fit the others. 
By removing the only visible screw in 
the door track (a (J4 Hat head machine 
screw) h the lock was removed. The lock 
on the right, in photograph one shows

the hole for the retaining screw, toward 
the rear of the lock cylinder case. 

After closely inspecting the lock, it 
was determined that the plug was being 
retained in the cylinder by an expan- 
sion ring at the front of the plug. There 
are two methods that might be used to 
remove the plug from the cylinder. The 
first would be to put the lock in a vise 
and di ive the p'.up out the from with ,l 
punch. Ihe second h to collapse the 
retaining ring and shoe-horn the plug 
out the front using pieces of shim stock 
to keep the ring compressed, prevent- 
ing it from expanding into the retaining 
groove in the lock case. The latter 
method is the only one thai I can 
recommend, as punching the lock will 
destroy the ring groove in "the lock case 
and sometimes the groove in the plug 
also. The professional alternative is to 
disassemble the lock by eom pressing 
the retaining ring. 



I he retaining ring used in the major- 
ity of these locks is a flat .030" bronze 

ling. To collapse the ring, it is neces- 
sary to drill one and possibly two holes 
in the lock case, just behind the face of 
the lock. The lock on the left side of 
photograph one has such a hole drilled 
at the proper place to just sec the edge 
of the retaining ring. Drill the hole far 
enough from the face of the lock, so 
that when the lock is re-installed into 
the cabinet, it will be concealed, but 
close enough to the front of the lock to 
contact the ring and press it down. 

Using the square end of a broken 
pick, or a scratch awl ? depress the ring 
far enough to slip a piece of curved 
shim stock between the retaining ring 
and the lock case. With this first pieee 
of shim stock in the lock, pick the lock 
around U D . Slide the shim with the 
plug as the plug is b-eing rotated. Again 
depress, the retaining ring and insert a 
second piece of shim between the ring 
and the lock case. 

Because this particular lock only 
locked every E80° it was not neeessary 
to pick the lock to rotate it another 90* . 
Slide the shims as the plug is rotated. 
Depress the retaining ring and insert a 
third shim between the ring and the 
lock case. There should now be three 
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shims in the lock t one every 90° . [f the 
retaining ring does not rotate with the 
plug t it may be necessary to scratch it 
around, using a scutch awl through the 
drilled hole. If the plug is loose, push it 
out. II' it is still being retained by the 
retaining ring, pick the lock again and 
rotate the plug* retainer and shims 
a not her 90° . Dep res-s the retai n i n g ri n g 
and insert another shim as shown in 
photograph two, The plug will now be 
free, Note: push it out the front of the 
lock case with your fingers.

With the lock plug out of the shell , 
the second step wil] be to make a key 
for the lock. The method 1 use requires 
that a small reader tool be made from a 
pick, or piece of flat spring steel. II Lus- 
tration three shows the exact dimen- 
sions for the tool. When inserted into 
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Illustration 3 



the lock, the tool will hold all the waf- 
ers up against the spring tension of (he 
"Z* spring in the wafer shell and rest on 
the center ward of the lock. The wafers 
are held up, with the shoulder of each 
wafer even with the outside of the plug. 
When the tool is properly placed in the 
key way, it is resting on the key way

ward at the front of the plug and the 
key way ward at the rear of the wafer 
shelL 1 1 is held in place by the tension of 
the wafer spring in the lock, 

With the waters held in this position, 
the height and relative postions. of the 
combinaling tabs of the wafers will 
accurately describe the profile of the 
unknown key. Photograph four shows 
the lock plug., with the reader tool held 
in position by (he wafer lensiftn, imme- 
diately below a blank key. The blank 



has been prepared, by blacking it with a 
black marker. The marker is used like 
layout dye, to allow the key profile to 
be scribed plainly onto the key with a 
sharp scribe. (A scratch awl is not usu- 
ally sharp enough to do a nice job of 
scribing the profile plainly.) Draw the 
profile onto the key, judging the shape 
and location by the combination labs 
in the plug. 

Take special note of illustration five, 
showing the relative positions of the 
key and key way. The profile that is 



described in photograph four is of the 
reverse side of the key. If the key is not 
reversed as illustrated, the key you 
make will be upside down, (J he center 
ridge on the blank will be on the wrong 
side.) A key cut upside down can be 
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reversed on a duplicator, but the blank 
will be wasted, 

Once the profile has been scribed 
onto the key, file the key to shape with 
a pippin file. File carefully, "to the 
line." Compare the partially finished 
key to the lock plug, making s.ure thai 
the profile exactly matches the location 
and profile of the combinating tabs. 

The last step in the process is to 
scribe the opposite side of the key blade 
and file the key to its final shape. A 
nifty tool that will make this procedure 
very easily is shown in illustration six. 
This tool was made from a flat sled 



key. The key is hand filed to leave a 
no I ch H the e xact w i dth of the opening i n 
a combinating wafer, at the tip of the 

key. The tip if filed , as shown , to form a 
scribing point, and the shoulder is 
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thinned to approximately the thickness 
of one w af er. 

The tool is held squarely to the 
blank, (as shown in photograph seven) 
and slides along the lilcd profile, to 
duplicate the profile on the opposite 
side of the key. Once the profile has 
been scribed on the reverse side of the 
key, all that remains is to file the key to 
shape. Once filed 1 the scribe tool is used 
as a gauge, to check the key lor uniform 
width over the length of the Tiled 
portion.

The key should now fit into the Lock. 
If the key enters the lock with diffi- 
culty, file any impression marks on the 
key to allow it to enter the lock 
smoothly. With the key inserted into 
the lock plug, the wafers should all be 
even with the outside of the plug, as 
shown in photograph eight. Assemble 
the plug and shell, without the retainer 
ring, to check Ehe key for proper opera- 
tion. If it works smoothly, reassemble 
the lock using the retainer ring, to 
complete the job.

When duplicating these keys, use a 
Ford adaptor under I he rib on the 
blank when clamping it into the key 
vise. This will accurately gauge the key 
to the bottom of she key vise, using the 
center rib as the gauge point. 

The reader tool .shown^ was designed 
to VJc used on the CO I (center rib) key- 
way. A wider tool is used on the CG2 
and CG3 (left and right rib) keys. The 
scribing tool will work with all Chicago 
double-sided locks. 1 have had very 
good success with this method, but it 
does take a little practice to master.

When using the manipulation open- 
ing procedure it Is best to pick a start-

proceed to work the combination one 

number at a time. Continue ihis proec 
dure by cither increasing or decreasing 
the number 1 ?, After setting a new 
number remember to push in the 
shackle and pull outward. Unless this 



procedure is followed each time a 
number is changed, then the lock will 
not open. Due to the locking mecha- 
nism involved, this procedure is necus 
sary arid is the reason that the standard 
padlock shims will not work. 

Decoding the lock can be accom- 
plished more easily than in past years, 
because there is a decoder available for 
this lock. The tool used is comprised of 
a brass tube with two pieces of thin 
spring stee] at each end. One is slightly 
longer than the other with a larger 
angular bend. 

I nsert this tool in the slot lo the right 
of the first and third wheel while turn- 
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? Insert the toal in position batwsen 
the wheals.

ing the wheels {see phutugruph 2). 
Note: the first two wheels and the 
fourth wheel arc both turned to the Hat 
spot, while the third wheel is still 
rounded, and must still be decoded. 
Look for an indication that a flat spot 
hat been I mind. This Hat spot will line 
up under the unlocking comb so there 
is no need to transfer the numbers, 
Carefully remove the tool and in sen 
the long side through the same slot. 
Now following the same procedure, 
locate the flat spots on the second and 
fourth wheels. Once completed the 
entire combination is known. 

Drilling this locking unit involves 
the regaining pin which is visible from 
the outside of the padlock, The style of 
the retaining pin may vary depending 
on model- The retaining pin may be 
flush, recessed or have a rounded bead. 
Whatever style is employed, the drill- 
ing technique remains the same. 

First, locate the center of the pin, 
Then center [he punch. Drill out the pin 
using a %" drill bit. (See photograph 3.) 
Using a small punch or ice pick, gently 
work the locking unit out of the case. 
Be careful not to lose the pin and 
spring. (See photograph 4.) Also : avoid 
letting, the two locking bars fall out 
from the lock unit. (See photograph 5.)

Now decode the lock by aligning the 
Hat spots of the wheels until they are 
facing straight up. {See photograph 7.) 
Once this is done cither the combina- 
tion can be recorded or set lo 0-0-0-0 by 
p res si ng I he spring,! oaded reeombin at- 
ing button which neutralizes the wheels 
returning all lour of the en to zero. 

Before reassembling the lock, check 
the brass block and remove any part of 
the retaining pin that was not removed 
during drilling. (See photograph #.) 
Now, reinstall the locking unit, 
remembering to use the pin and spring. 
Once the lock is reassembled, be sure to 
check the operation. Once satisfied 
with the operation of the loek install a 
solid pin, roll pin or screw to hold the 
lock unit securely in place. Grind the 
screw or roll pin, and file flush to the 
case. 

This technique has proven time and 
again to be a quick and easy method for 
opening and decoding this type of 
combination lock. ■

Jf we arc to believe the claims that 

the KW^400 ia the moat widely used 
reside ntial lockset* then it would be 
reasonable to assume that the Adam* 

Rite 1850 (see photograph /) is. 
probably (he mo&t often encountered 
locks et on narrow stile aluminum 
frame doors. While this, type rarely 
requires service, there are so many of 
them in use that the frequency of ser- 
vice may seem higher than it really is. 

One of the most common calls for 
service k that the key won 1 ! turn. A 
shot of WD-40, or similar substance, in 
the key way will usually solve the prob- 
lem immediately. This method will not 
work with a cylinder which is closed at 
Lhe rear, such as the Abloy, because 
there is no way for the substance to get 
into the lock. 

If such is the case, gentle tapping 
with a soft mallet in the area of the lock 
while turning the key will often create 
enough action in the area of the cam 
and, the deadlocking roller to effect

opening, These locks 1 like all others, 
are subject to dirt accumulation over a 
long period of time and a part of any 
service call should include a thorough 
cleaning of the interior by activating 
the holt and spraying Lhe interior 
mechanism. [See photograph 2.) 

A loose cylinder set screw will often 
allow the cylinder to move just enough 
for the cam to strike the leading bolt 
arm pirt which will prevent rotation of

cylinder will allow the cam to clear the 
pin, depress (he roller, strike the trail- 
ing pin and release the bolt, (See illus- 
tration 3.) 

The cam roller springs are the only 
parts in the 1850 that are subject to 
fatigue failure and this is rare. In an 
independent laboratory test a few years 
ago, Lhc I ft 50 as well as a few clones, 
were cycle tested by motor driven 
cylinder cams at the rate of 1 complete 
lock/ unlock cycles per minute. The 
1K50 was the only one tested that sur- 
vived the full 250,000 cycle lest. Cam 
roller springs should be carried, how- 
ever, for that one oecassion when they 
may be needed. 

Ft is easy lo tell when a spring has 
failed. The bolt does not snap into or 
will not. remain in the locked position. 
These springs are lefts and rights and 
both springs should be replaced when 
one of them is broken. Photograph 
four shows Lhc approximate position 
of the spring in the lock body. 

Replacement requires that the lock 
be removed fronjthe door. Remove the 
face plate (see photograph 5), loosen 
the cylinder set screws, remove the 
cylinder and thumb turn : and remove 
the lock from the door. Since this lock 



cannot be disassembled it does require 
a bit of dexterity to replace the springs., 
but a pair of needlenose pliers will 
assist in getting them in the proper 
location. The I B50 series will be found 
with both long bolt and hook bolt eon-

figurations but the operation is the 
same lor either of them. 

There are a number of imported 
look-alikes in the marketplace and 
these can usually be detected by 
improper contact of the cylinder cam 
with the deadlocking roller or the cam 
striking the leading pin. If this problem 
is encountered the cam must he 
changed or modified for proper opera- 
tion. This problem is rarely found with 
an 1850 since the manufacturing toler- 
ances used by Adams Rite allow for 
longer and shorter cams of other lock 
companies to operate freely in the con- 
tact area. 

Originally conceived by Charles 
Lads in the 1950*s the 1K50 has with- 
stood the test of time and has the same 
basic configuration today as the origi- 
nal model. The layered bolt has under- 
gone a lew changes from hardened ply, 
to hardened rollers, to today's Alumina 
Ceramic sandwiching which will with- 
stand the most severe attacks of force- 
able entry by sawing, hammering, or 
pulling. 

You can lengthen the life of the 1850 
by giving it a shot of WD-40 (or sim- 
ilar) when you are called for cylinder 
combination changes, closer service or 
other types of service work, ■ 
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Locking With Electricity

Mechanical locks have provided 
good livings for locksmiths ever since 
Locks with keys were invented a lew 
thousand years ago. Perhaps they 
always will. Rut in only the past few 
decades the magic of electricity has 
opened up locking capabilities in con- 
trolled security, life safety, and record 
keeping far beyond mechanical Locks. 
Already a large portion of the lock- 
smith's market has been taken over by 
electric locks and systems. 

The amazing growth of commercial 
and industrial building complexes 
throughout urban and suburban 
America may be the most rewarding

market for the locksmiths. Basic elec- 
trie locks range from about $150 to 
$400— systems are much more- Instal- 
lation is Labor intensive and a single job 
can easily run many thousands of dol- 
lars. Reputations arc made ill such 
work, and contracts may be obtained 
over a large territory, not only in new 
construction. Retrofit is a significant 
market as well. 

The name of the game is access con- 
trol. But every access control system 
means electric locks. No matter how 
large or small, from a lOO-station sys- 
tem, multi-entrance card readers, or 
just your finger on one switch, there 
must be an electric lock for every 




M a ke S a rgen t & G reen leaf 's 
C omptronic locks your choice for 
electronic safe locking solutions. 
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entrance, Who is to provide and install 
those locks? Locksmiths? Access con- 
trol companies? Door and hardware 
specialists? Glass and aluminum 
companies? 

It has been the experience oi' Secur- 
ity Door Controls that access control 
companies prefer selling and installing 
their own line of card readers or digital 
keypad controls,, but excluding the 
electric lock hardware. They recognize 
that doors* frames and other related 
hardware and problems are an entirely 
different field, better left to others. 
Glass and aluminum companies also 
do not seem to be as concerned with 
electric locks as the door and hardware 
people or the locksmiths themselves. 

So as in the past, the locksmiths and 
the door and hardware specialists are 
the most likely candidates for the elec- 
tric future, though other competition 
can never be ignored. 

The following is a brief hut compre- 
hensive outline of the basic elements a 
locksmith considers in regard to elec- 
iric security. Detailed information and 
assistance arc readily available from 
major electric lock manufacturers. 
Two types of electric locks are avail- 
able: electric bolt-action locks (eleelro- 
mecbanieaL); and electromagnetic 
locks, which use electro magnet ism 
alone for the locking power, 

A third important factor in electric 
lucking action consists of electric 
strikes, which are capable of relcasmg 
locks with latch bolts, dead bo Its, mor- 
tise locks, panic exit devices and cylin- 
drical locks. Electric strikes are always 
installed in the frame and therefore 
benefit from the advantages of in- 
frame installation. They also are able 
to operate with existing locks already 
installed in the door, but [hey do not 
provide the actual Locking operation of 
the [wo basic types of electric kicks 
themselves. 

Electric bolt-action locks arc avail- 
able in surface mounted or mortise 
designs. The design of efficient right- 
angle-throw electric mortise locks 
allows concealed installation in stan- 
dard I J &" frames (or even UA" frames). 

Bolt-action locks also offer a choice 
of two modes of operation: "fail-safe" 
or "fail-secure". Fail-safe 1 or PL 
(power lock), means that with power 
on, the door is locked; power off, the 
door is unlocked. Fail-secure, or PUL 
(power unlocked), Is the opposite: 
power off, door is locked; power on, 
door is unlocked. 

Most electromagnetic locks are sur- 
face mounted, and by their technology 



are fail-safe only. Fail-safe locks are 
used whenever fire or life safely is a 
consideration. Perimeter doors and 
interior lobby doors of commercial and 
public buildings are good examples. 
Fail-secure locks are often used on high 
security installations such as detention 
facilities, banks and armed forces 
applications. They may also be used on 
interior openings of office buildings or 
high-tech facilities when not directly 
leading to exits. 

Electric locks should be mounted in 
or on the frame rather than the door 
whenever possible. This avoids run- 
ning wires which require a power 



transfer loop, lie sure the electric lock 
is equipped with an aulo-rclock switch. 
The switch insures door closure and 
locks automatically when the door 
closes. Aulo-rclock switches arc only 
required when using electro mechanical 
locks. 

An electric panic lock electrically 
releases concealed vertical panic devi- 
ces. While the outside of the door is 
locked and access may be gained only 
by the use of switch or access control > 
free and immediate egress may still be 
accomplished simply by depressing the 
crossbar.

Since wc last conducted a price survey, two years ago, 
prices have risen somewhat. Some of the notable changes are 
as follows. The cosl of a service call has risen by roughly 
1096. 

To open a ear during business hours has climbed by 
almost 30%. Perhaps this increase can reflect the increasing 
difficulty of opening locked ears as they become more and 
more difficult. Your cost on these calls has risen since you 
now have to spend more money on tools and time on train- 
ing. In any case, we should be grateful to the auto manufac- 



turers for making this job more difficult. To open a locked 
car after hours, but before midnight, has climbed by 32%. 

To cut an American single sided key has risen only by 3% 
over tbc last two years. This item traditionally never kept 
pace with inflation, however. But do remember that the cost 
of your machines (and even the electricity to run them) has 
risen also.

This is part /J in a series on managing 

your business for more profit. Part I 
was in the June 198H issue of The 
National Locksmith. This month we 
focus on new responsibilities for the 
locksmith. 

Tn the last month's article, we 
obserwd that many forces of change 
arc affecting the locksmith. One of our 
conclusions concerned locks rmths who 
have chosen to expand their businesses. 
These aggressive business owners are 
facing a new set of challenges including 
financial analysis, personnel manage- 
ment, and strategic marketing issues, 
The following is an outline of how 
these new issues challenge the Lock- 



smith owner. 

Financial Analysis, As a locksmith's 
business grows, the need to have avail- 
able and to understand key financial 
ratios will become critical. The owners 
business will grow in complexity and 
reach the point when "peering at the 
cash register" will no longer suffice as 
an indicator of how well be is doing. 
F.mployee payroll costs will increase at* 
will the dollar amount of service pro- 
jects be sells. His customer mix will 
change from a cash only account to a 
longer term receivable, All of these 
complexities will require the use of 
long term (i.e. monthly) financial 
planning. 

The key assets he will need to review 



are his inventory and receivable 

numbers. How many days worth of 
receivables have not been collected 7 Is 
t his d ol lar amount of recei vables grow- 
ing as expected? "What is the dollar 
amount of the oldest receivables? Is 
inventory growing according to expec- 
talions? The other key financial 
numbers relate to expenses and bottom 
line profitability. What expense items 
are rising quicker than sales? Am I 
making a profit at all? What is my pro- 
ductivity per employee? 

Many small business owners do not 
have the expertise to pull this informa- 
tion from (heir business operations. 
That is why an outside advisor will play 
an increasingly important role to the 
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locksmith owner. A small CPA firm 
(match his company size to yours) will 
be able to extract the key financial data 
a business manager needs and, more 
importantly, put it in a form that is 
easily understandable. As, the business 
becomes more complex, the need for 
timely financial review wilt become 
critical r A once-a-year review is no 
longer adequate financial planning. 
] nstead , a q u artcrly o r a mo re d esi rable 
monthly recap is necessary. 

One other person will also play an 
important role with the Locksmith busi- 
ue is O wncr: the hanker, Rst ablishing a 
solid relationship with your banker is 
necessary to ensure sustainable growth 
for the future. Even if you only use 
bank financing to a small degree, estab- 
lishing a good hanking relationship 
sets the groundwork if a need should 
ever arise in the future. If a crisis hits 
your business, havingestablished a dia- 
logue with your banker could prove to 
be the winning margin in getting you 
through those though times. Bankers 
do not like surprises, so keeping them 
informed of your business activities on 
a regular basis is important. 

Leadership Duties, T 'he- biggest chal- 
lenge facing the growing locksmith 
business will be the owner's (or manag- 



er's) ability to manage and direct his 
organization. One or two-person oper- 
ations are quickly growing into com- 
panies of six or more people, ciea ting a 
whole list of new problems for business 
owners, The more important issues fall 
into the categories of personnel, man- 
agement, and administrative responsi- 
bilities. 

Personnel responsibilities tend to be 
one of the more difficult challenges. As 
the locksmith owner loses control o% r er 
direct supervision of his employee, 
screening applicants to ensure their 
"fit" into the organization will become 
necessary. For example, reference 
checking and skill testing are two 
methods thai will be used to improve 
the employee selection process. 

Another increasing responsibility in 
personnel will be in the area of training 
The Limited number of skilled workers 
arc in demand by an ever-growing 
number of Larger locks hops. The result 
will be higher wages for skilled workers 
and more pressure on locksmith 
owners to spend more time developing 
employees- The common complaint 
among many locksmith owners is their 
inability to 11 nd good people. The real- 
ity is that this problem will oriCyfurlhur 
compound itself, and the new business 
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owner will be forced to dedicate time to 

train unskilled or semi-skilled workers. 

The second Leadership category that 
the locksmith business owner will con- 
front is that of managerial duties. As 
his organization grows larger and adds 
employees, the owner must learn new- 
managerial skills if he is to keep his 
staff pulling as a team. 

Communication skills, both verbal 
and written, will he necessary to keep 
employees informed of changes in the 
business environment. The owner will 
also have to deal effectively with 
eonfronlation. 

To the traditional confrontation of 
employer and employee will be added 
confrontations between employees 
themseleves. In addition, the owner 
will be asked to serve in the capacity of 
a consultant, advising employees on 
subjects ranging from how work 
should be carried out to personnel 
employee milieus that arc affecting job 
performance. 

The most important new mange rial 
function will be for the locksmith man- 
ager to create an environment which 
motivates employees, While the final 
responsibility for motivation is the 
employees', the owner or manager has

L discovered one such tool almost by 
accident. Some time ago I was on the 
phone with my local distributor and 
just happened to ask if he might have 
any new tools. ll Ycs!" he said, "we jusE 



got a few Mitutoyo digital calipers in 
from Continental Micro and they took 
great." 

The next day when the order arrived 
I played wilh the digital caliper for a 
moment then placed it on the main 
pinning bench and more or less forgot 
about it. But not for long r Two days 
later my wife and an employee were in 
my office wanting to know when the 
new digital slide things would be in for 
the service trucks! 

Alter you use one of these electronic 
calipers for a time it just seems impos- 
sible Eo go back to the micrometer style 
of measuring device. (i^* T Uhuttration 
1.) The manufacturer was. not content

with the device however. He could aet a 
way to make it even more useful so he 
designed an attachment to measure the 
exact pin length required to achieve the 
perfect shear line in just the blink of an 
eye. (See illustration 2.) 

Continental Micro probe attach- 
ment pari tt MIT499 A mounts easily to 
new or old Mitutoyo calipers by merely 
tightening one thumb screw, To use the 
caliper with probe, start by inserting a

Within a lew 
seconds you have the pin length 
required to achieve the perfect shear 
line, and measuring for the master level 
is just as easy, the c?Ltra pointed tip 
that comes with the #MIT4°9A is used 
to measure Mercedes and Kaba keys 
just to name a few. (See illustration 4.) 
As Continental Micro worked to 
develop the probe assembly, Mitutoyo 
introduced the latest in a scries of 
improved calipers. The newest, model 
AMIT50I, features a larger digital 
readout and a data port built into the 
caliper body. For my money the digital 
port is the one feature that brings the 
future into the locksmith shop. The 
digital port allows the caliper to be 
linked through a connecting cable to a 
small efficient thermal printer (model 
tfMITJ503P) n that records measure- 
ments on paper each time the data but- 
ton is depressed. {See photograph 5.)

Repairing a stripped pluvlic safe 
handle. 

What do you do when ycnx come 
across a stripped plastic safe handle? 
Order a new one from the manulae- 



t i_i rem r-repair the one you have. Order- 
ing parts is probably the best method, 
but the lime and trouble involved with 
ordering new parts is usually not Cd*t 
effective. The following is a good way 
10 salvage ilie existing handle and 
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1 . Plastic handle with stripped hole. 



complete the job in short order. 

Photograph one shows the plastic 
handle with the formerly square hole 
rounded to a poinl ihal will no longer 
grip the shafi well enough to retract the 
safe bolts. Also shown is the solution to 
our problem. A spare latch plait ha* 
been used to supply the material to 
make a plate to reinforce the old 
handle. 

After cutting a square piece of the 
slrilte plate to the proper size, the 
mounting screw hole was filed to fit the 
.square shaft of the safe handle. Both 
ends of the reinforcing plate were 
notched to fit over the web inside the 
handle and the tabs were bent to extend 
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up inside I he handle. 

The finished piece is shown in pho- 
tograph two. Tabs on the reinforce r 
prevent the handle from breaking 
further, and use the web inside the 
handle for turning strength. The square

hole in the plate will grin the shaft and 
be less likely to strip out. The screw 
lhat holds the shaft and handle 
together, is covered by a self adhesive 
metal or plastic Lrim plate on trie front 
of the handle. 

Coat the shaft and the underside of 
the reinforcing plate with a fast setting 
epoxy and assemble. A little oil on the 
screw will prevent the screw from 
bonding to the threads inside the shaft, 
should it be necessary to disassemble 
the handle in the future. Photograph 
three shows the completed repair; bet- 
ter than new. This method should only

Opening the grip handle Corvette 
with a twisL 

Pm s^] re that there is more than one 
way to open almost any auto, but 
some, like the Corvette, can be a little 
harder than most if you don It have 
some inside information, ]f the grip 
handle style Corvette lock has been a 
problem for you, this tip should solve 
that problem. 

The easiest method to open this auto 
is to enter the door through the open- 
ing in the hinged grip handle. Photo- 
graph four shows the flat opening tool 
entering at the rear of the rear hinge

Getting th* code on m Hands 
Prelude. 

The other day 1 was at the Honda 
dealership to make keys for an *84 
Honda Prelude sedan. The car was 
opened in short order and I proceeded 
t O remo ve t he glove bo x 1 oek t o find the 
code. 

Standard procedure for this auto has 
been lo loosen the two Phillips screws 
inside the glove box and slide the lock 
out the rear, Trie code is found on ihe 
top of the lock case. Needing a stubby 
Phillips screwdriver, 1 asked my 
apprentice lo gee one out of the truck. 
Looking me in the eye, he asked n "why 
don't you get the code from the trunk 
cylinder, it's a lot easier?" Before I 
could answer, he pulled the remote 
trunk release and up popped the trunk 
lid. Honda trunk locks of this type are 
held in place with a spring clip that can 
be removed with your lingers. He had 
the lock out and handed it to i v.*. in Less 
time than it would have taken to get the 
screwdriver from the truck.

It was a damp fc rainy day when J gol 
the telephone call. I was silling al my 
desk listening to the rain claw at the 
door like an angry kit leu scratching to 
get in, and thanking the powers that he 
for not having lo go out in it.

had been an elementary school 
building, and was planning to turn it

On purchasing I he building, he had 
been given a master key hut no 
individual Leys for the locks. Since the 
locks were heavy-duty Corbin knob- 
locks and were in excellent operating 
condition, he planned on re-using 
I htm, raLhcr than replacing them. 

[ advised him that it would be 
cheaper for him h and better for his 
tenants > if a new maslerkcy system 
were sec up rather than trying to decode 
the existing system and cut keys for it. 



After all a who knows how well the 
previous user had maintained key con- 
trol? There could conceivably be mas- 
ter keys for it floating throughout the 
Valley , in the bands of outside vendors 
who might have serviced portions of 
the building during its operation. 

1 quoted him a price to set up and 
implement the new master key system, 
as well as lo set up a key control plan 
lor birn to suit his future needs concern- 
ing it. He agreed lo the price without 
argument, as he bad on previous jobs I 
had done lor him. 

When I first started to solicit master 
keying jo hs many years ago, it seemed 
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3ike I would never get over the price 
obstacle, since ] have never been 
among the lowest price locksmiths 
around. But over the years* as custo- 
mers gained confidence in the quality 
of my system, it has gotten, easier, 
almost to the point of automatic 
■OCtp Lance. 

] agreed to meet him at one o 1 clock 
that afternoon and begin work on the 
job, because he was anxious to move as 
quickly as possible. We then said our 
good-bye's and the conversation 
ended. 

It shouldn't have. There were a few 
things that should have been covered in 
the conversation and were not, But I 
assumed that he knew from previous 
jobs a few things that I would require, 
among them the master key. 

The downspout over the door where 
T was to meet him was missing, and the 
ram poured Lrom it to the spot where 1 
stood The grounds had a LI been dug up 
to accomodate the new sewage, etc., 
that was needed for an apartment 
building, so the walkway was my only 
waiting place. 

Since *here were- several parking 
areas, all equally far from the door 
where we were to meet T couldn't wait 



in itie car instead. And to make things 
worse, my usually prompt customer 
had not shown up yet, and it had 
already been ten minutes past the 
appointed hour. AH of this should have 
warned me hnw the day was likely to 
turn out, but I wasn*l firing on all eight 
cylinders, I guess. 

My first clue came when the custo- 
mer's foreman came walking up 
instead of him. I could feel the first 
twinges of apprehension tugging at my 
brain, but 1 tried to ignore it and tell 
myself I was being foolish. 

"How come you Ye waiting in the 
rain?" he asked. "I he boss gave you the 
go-ahead for the job. You didn*t have- 
to wait." 

He then informed me that my cus- 
tomer had gotten tied up in another 
investment, and was unable to meet me 
himself, which explained the foreman's 
presence. 

"Let's get started, then," ] said. 
"Where is the master key?" 

"1 he boss said you were gonna* set 
up a new one, so [ didnt bother to 
bring the old one..." 

An old familiar tune that I had 
hoped never to hear again. At any rate, 
out came the pick set, and J proceeded 



to let us in, the expletives deleted but 
running through my mind. 

My first look at the locks came when 
I i nse rtcd i h c pick into the rim cyli ndcr 
on the outside door. They were Corbin 
lock cylinders, all right, but they were 
removable core cylinders. 

Of course, between the quality o I the 
cylinders and the rain in my face, it 
seemed to take forever to get the door 
open, but persistancc finally paid off 
and the plug turned, allowing entry to 
the building. 

I then walked down the hallway until 
1 found an unlocked door, unscrewed 
the inside rosette, and depressed the 
spring-loaded knob retainer lor the 
inner knob. {See photograph 1.) 




1 r The Corbin knob retain or. 
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With the knob released, I could 
unscrew the inner rosette the rest of the 
way and pull the lock set off [he door 
from I he outside. Because 1 could not 
see the assembly screw heads from the 
inside. I knew that this one was a late 
model lockset, although others in the 
system may or may not be. I pulled the 
outer rosette toward the body of the 
locksetand unscrewed the collar until I 
felt it begin to tighten. (See photograph 
2.)

Then I released the rosette and let it 
snap into place on the collar. This freed 
the area where the spring-] oaded knob 
retainer was, and allowed me to 
depress it, releasing the knob itself. On 
the late models, like this one, the outer 
knob retainer is almost identical to the 
inner knob retainer. 



With the outer knob In hand, I 

dumped out the "plug driver "(which is 
what Corhin calls its cylinder actua- 
tor). I make a habit of always removing 
this at this stage, to avoid spilling it 
onto the floor later. 

I then used my Truarc ring pliers to 
release the large snap ring that holds 
the outer knob assembly together. I 
have found that this generally works 
better if I only start the removal with 
the pliers, arid use a flat-bladed screw- 
driver to complete the task. 

This allowed for the removal of the 
knob hack plate and limited access to 
the cylinder itself. Photograph three 
shows the parts in the order in which 
they are removed.

One of the problems involved in the 
service I was now expected to perform 



is that with the Corbin removable core 
cylinders, the control lug docs not 
extend fully around the plug as does 
the control sleeve on the Best or Falcon 
cores. This means that there is no way, 
from the outside of the lock, to apply 
pressure for the core removal. Also, on 
factory created systems, if the core can 
be picked, it has a tendency to be 
picked to the opening position, rather 
than to the tore removal position, 

The purpose in disassembling this 
locksel was to allow a limited amount 
of access to the core itself. Once the 
knob back plate has been removed, the 
core still cannot be removed, since it 
must come out the front of the knob, 
but the receiver plate which holds the 
core in must be removed from the back 
of the knob. 

The control lug on the core thus 
holds the two parts together, prevent- 
ing further disassembly. Also, the 
receiver plate prevents the plug retainer 
from being removed or the cylinder 
shimmed. 

However, there is a large amount of 
clear space on the side of the core where 
the control lug is located. With 
patience and a sturdy piece of fairly 
thin rod bent to allow pressure to be 
applied to the lug (in much the same 
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manner as (he GM sidebar is press u red 
to read the tumblers)* the control 
shearline can he picked. 

Basically, the pressure is applied to 
the control lug from the back of the 
knob, while raking the tumblers 



through the front of the keyway_ Since 
ihe pressure on the control lug is the 
onty "turning" pressure on the plug, 
onty the control shearline can be 
picked not the operating shear Line. 
Photographs four and five show what

Of course, access is slightly more 
limited when it is in the knob itself. 

I should state here that this is usually 
much easier said than done, While it 
does get a little easier with practice, it 
never gets really easy, but the alterna- 
tives that 1 am aware of arc worse, With 
practice, patience and effort, iliis 
method will usually allow you to 
ie i in >vc the core in a mutter of only a 
few minutes. Of course, on this job T it 
had lo lake a I leasl fifteen minute* of 
effort , before it gave even an ind icatio n 
that it had a chance of succeeding. 

Once the core picks the fifteen or 
twenty degrees of angle to the core 
removal position, it can be pulled from 
the knob and serviced as required. 

Corbin uses a small C-ring (similar 
to Kwiksct's) as a plug retainer for the 
core itself. Since t needed to decode the 
cylinder core to create a core control 
key (to allow the removal for re-keying 
of the rest of the cores in the system), I 
re moved the retainer and shimmed the 
opera ling shear Line from the hack of 
ihe plug, as you would for most cylind- 
l-iv [his allowed nic to u-.e a pint! tol- 
I Owe rand remove the plug ilsclf, being 
careful not lo disturb oi drop the pins. 

t then gently pried up the brass 
spring retainer slide on the top of the 
core, and released the springs. I slowly 
emptied the top chambers one at a 
time, being careful so that only one pin 
was released at a time from each 
chamber The first chamber had one 
master pin and one driver (top pin) in 
it, as did the last. The others had one 
master pin, one control pin, and the 
driver in tln.ni. 

I lined I he pins for each chamber up, 
using a piece of corrugated card hoard 
as: a makeshift pin tray, and added the 
pins from the plug to them, t ihen mea- 
sured each of them with my calipers, 
comparing them to the pinning charts 
in my ftiterth&ngeabie Core Servicing 
hook. 

This allowed me to decode the con- 
trol key. and use it to pull the rest of the 
cores in the system. I then returned to 
the shop, where I repeated the process 
for another core from the system, and, 
by comparing the pins in (hem. deter- 
mined what 1 believed s o be the master 
key. I used it to disassemble the rest of 
t he to res i n t he system . (I I lustration si x 
on page 156 shows the calculations 1 
used.) 

Then t laid out the system, cut the 
keys, and prepared to pin the cores, 

I . sed a pinning calculator program ($M

Maintain the reputation of having 
the newest security products and servi- 
ces ;i iv. ays available lor customers. 
Once this has been established, the 
business will have first chance at most 
of I he customers in any area. 

Convince every last employee thai 
even the small purchase cusloiner is an 
important element of the operation. 
Too often personnel get the idea that 
only the "big spender" is; important to 
[he business. A small customer could 
turn into an important client virtually 
overnight. 

Advertise consistently, not in spurts 
and splashes.

A We have a policy in our shop. 
When taking a lockout call wc ask if the 
keys are in the front or in the trunk of 
the ear. If they're in the fron< . we quote 
the regular lockout charge. Jf they arc 
in [he trunk, wc quote our trip charge 
plus the price of making a key. If we 
can pick it then she total .job becomes 
labor. If not, then we simply add sales 
tax to the key portion. We fee] this is 



better then quoting Low and then find- 
ing ou I selves in a position of having to 
jack up the price and upset the 
customer. 

You basically have three methods of 
opening the trunk on a Toyota Celi- 
cm\ pick, impression, or disassemble a 
compaLihle lock and make the key. To 
pick the lock, the only hints I can give 
you (other than practice a lot) arc as 
follows. It's a wafer lock and it only has 
six wafc rs ( one mo re t h a n a gas cap) . 1 1 
turns to the right to open, 

To impression a key remember thai 
tht wafers are thin and Lend to bend 
easily. 1 1' your method of impress ion ing 
is to apply a little turning pressure and 
then rap the key with something on the 
tup and the bottom, don't try! You'll 
surely damage something. You 
shouldn't apply anything more than a 
moderate hand pressure. If you feel 
you have trouble obtaining marks this 
way then I suggest you take a file and 
blade the edge of your key. 

To disassemble a compatible lock 
could mean any of the other locks. On a 
Toyota all the locks arc usually using 
the same key all the way around. 
(Unless LheyVe had a lock changed.) 
Fliniinaie (he idea of the glove lock; it 



doesn't contain enough wafers. Sur- 
prisingly, (he ignition itself could be the 
easiest. By inserting a hook into the 
key way all the way to the rear, you can 
depress and release the plug from the 
lock. While depressing this retainer, 
insert an extractor into the kcyway 
with the hook and pull outward. Once 
it has started out n it is .simply a master 
of raking it the rest of the way out. 1 
suggest you keep the hook in the kcy- 
way until you've gotten to the bench 
with the plug to avoid any wafers from 
falling out and getting lost. 

The door lock is an excellent lock to 
make a key from. Of course you do 
have to pull the panel. I might suggest 
that you should have replacement 
face pi ate s a v ai 1 ah le . ( xeneral ly you can 
find a code, but you still should be pre- 
pared to go all the way. T generally go 
for the passenger door on all cars, it 
see mg to m e t hat if there is go ing 1 o be a 
code that's where III find it. Numerous 
times through the years IVe pulled 
both doors on various cars and often 
found there * a be no code on the driv- 
er's door and yet I 11 nd a code on the 
passenger door. I've never found any 
particular ruling saying its going to be 

that way, but that is my experience.

A: Lt\ pathetic thai (his type of situa- 
tion occurs.. I sometimes, wonder whai 
would happen if on Ircquuzn occasions 



when the police arrived on a call a 
locksmith was holding the suspects at 
hay with a gun, They would probably 
arrest us. It's a shame we can 1 l arrest 
them. 

Having the customer sign a waiver 
for damages was a good idea. "Wc had a 
stam p mad e that th c y sign . We s tarn p i t 
right on the invoice. The damages you 
allege they did is pretty hard to digest. 
To disconnect both linkages or both 
horizontal rods is plausible. But to dis- 
connect all four, plus the cams them- 
selves, almost puts this into a theoreti- 
cal situation. So speaking in the 
abstract, Tm not totally sure, but the 
■first thing I would try is using the Slim 
Jim on the latch itself. 

If you connect with the latch unit at 
the same point where cither the horiz- 



ontal rod or the linkage from the lock 

connects, you can unlock the car. Then 
you would have to go back lo the latch 
and connect where the link age from the 
handle connects to open it. In theory 
this will work, but at best it would be 
very difficult. 

Another approach would be to drill 
the lock totally out giving you access 
through the hole that held the lock 
(plus access through the top where 
you Ve wedged the window to manipu- 
late the Latch unit itself). Short of 
breaking a window that's my answer. 

I h ave a te n de nc y to thi nk r es pecially 
since you never got it open to cheek 
your diagnoses, that maybe you missed 
something. Perhaps if the police do 
enough damage, the job will have to go 
to the dealer. 02

Our first thought was that 
t he re was a factory defect o n t hat d oo r, 
so we went to (he passenger door. The 
same thing happened . so we went tu the 
trunk with the same result. This left us 
no option but to finish the key by 
impressioning the ignition. Now you 
know why it would have been fruitless 
to have pulled the panel and disas- 
sembled the lock. The best we could 
figure is that all locks, except the igni- 
tion, work only on the four wafers 
found in the 4, 5, 6, and 7 positions. 

I would like to take a moment before 
going to the ignition to comment on 
impression lug wafer locks, particularly 
on foreign cars. There are two methods 
of impressioni rig; One method is to 
use only vise grips- or whatever you 
hold the key with and merely roll from 
side to side with a lifting and lowering 
movement. If this is your method and 
you are not bruial, go ahead, but if 
your method is to plate a turning pres- 
sure on the key and then rap the key up 
and down with something, back off. 
The wafers bend easily and if you arc 
lucky and don't bend them this time. 
remember there's always that one time. 

We went to the ignition. The first 
order of business was to cheek the posi- 
tion of the wafers. As you can see in 



photograph nine. Norm's thumb de- 
notes the position as being on the bot- 
tom, Norm rolls his key when imprcs- 
sioning in a figure eight pattern. After 
his first pass, we discovered it marked 
very well. As we repeated the sequence 
again and again, positions 1,2, and 3 
walked right in, with good marks all 
(he way. Number 8 never did mark nor 
did it impede the key from working 
once positions I , 2 L and 3 had impres- 
sioned in. Strangely enough, the fac- 
tory key's eighth position appeared to 
be approximately a if 4 depth. Maybe 
the tip cut was a factory cut only put 
there to ease key insertion. We found it 
to have no value {see photograph 10). 
This means that all you have to 
impression in after obtaining the four 
from the glove is three positions. Three 
posit io ns with o illy fo u r poss ib le dept hs 
you could almost progress to find the 
answer. We decided this will be our 
approach unless something easier 
comes along, which I doubt. ■

Panic locks offer many ad vantage s. 
Thcy may he concealed in the header 
and go unnoticed unless the door is 
opened. They also provide a cost effec- 
tive alternative to using electrified 
panic devices. These locks can be used 
in retrofit applications and can electri- 
cally control panic devices which may 
not be available electrically from the 
manufacturer. 

Power supplies and other related 
control equipment such as key 
switches, push switches and basic 
access controls are supplied by electric 
lock manufacturers. Power supplies 
have about the same profit potential as 
e lee trie locks, and arc available with 
fire alarm relay connections, numbered 
terminal strips and installation instruc- 
tions. Connected to the I J 5 VAC cur- 
rent of the building, the power supply 
provides the lower voltage and correct 
amperage for the equipment. A battery 
back-up will provide emergency power 
for up to 48 hours or more if power is 
lost. 

Building owners and tenants are jus- 
tifiably security conscious today. 
Security has become an expected re- 
quirement of potential tenants. 
Although electric security usually is 
more expensive than mechanical locks, 
it offers so much greater security, plus 
safety : plus many types of control, that 
the electric future already is a necessary 
part of any forward looking lock 
company. ■

many duties to ensure that an optimum 

work environment exists which fosters 

motivation. 

The locksmith business owner must 
p r o vid e d irect ion for the co m pany t hat 
all employees understand. He must 
treat his employees fairly and with 
great respect. He must ensure that the 
company's policies and procedures are 
understood and followed, and he must 
provide a fair pay and benefit package 
to make it all work. Without the "right" 
working conditions, even highly ener- 
gised employees will quickly become 
demotivated. 

Along the way, the owner will 
develop a number of management aids 
to help him with managing bis 
employees. These aids, include job des- 
criptions, performance appraisals, 
company policies, and procedures 
manuals. These management tools will 
be constantly changing as the new busi- 
ness manager experiments with what 
works best in his organisation. 

The final leadership duty that will 
affect a growing business is in the area 
of administration, The complexity of a 
larger business will dictate that a man- 
ager have better organizational and 
time management skills. Without a 
good grasp of these skills, a manager 
will find it nearly impossible to control 
and monitor bis company^ growth. 

One of the new administrative skills 
which will prove crucial to the lock- 
smith owner will be improved writing 
skills. Writing skills, as they apply to 
written bid and contract preparation 
for prospective commercial accounts, 
are an important part of selling com- 
mercial accounts. Commercial 
accounts will form the backbone of 
most large locksmith businesses; and 
having the appropriate in voices > forms, 
and bids will be vital to an owners 
success. 

Mastering all these skills- 
financial, personnel, managerial, 
administrative — will prove difficult for 
any one individual. I he use of outside 
advisors or members of your own busi- 
ness will be necessary to assist the 
locksmith business owner in each of 
the&e areas. 

The next article will discuss the mar- 
keting process and how it will affect the 
locksmith business. In addition, we wilJ 
present an overview of where to 
acquire these diverse skills and what 
the locksmith industry in general is 
doing to help promote these: business 
techniques. ■
